NOT A CASH GIFT 


Mministration Finds Carnegie's Offbi 


Somewhat Embarassing 


Washington, Dec. 13.—It transpires 


that the gift of $10,000,000 which An- 
drew Carnegie tendered to President 
Roosevelt for the founding of a great 
institution for higher education was not 
an offer of $10,000,000 in cash, but the 
par value of that amount in bonds of the 
United States Steel corporation. 
The 


offer of these bonds is embarrassing to 
the administration, owing to the compli- 
cations which Blight arise if the govern- 
ment accepts them, and the president, it 
is understood, is now in correspondence 
with Mr. Carnegie about the matter. 


It is understood to be his desire that 


the bonds be converted into cash. If 
this is done the only obstacle in the path 
of the acceptance of tie gift will be re- 
moved. Pending the results of this cor- 
respondence, Mr, Carnegie's offer *s be- 
ing withheld from congress. 


The president has conferred with" SOT- 


era! prominent senators and represen- 
tatives about the matter within the last 
day or two, and all concur with him in 
the belief that the acceptance by thegov- 
crnment of bonds in the big steel cor- 
poration might subject the administra- 
tion to criticism, and might prove ex- 
ceedingly embarrassing in the future. 


It is pointed out, for instance, that in 


the eveut of legal proceedings by the de- 
partment of justice in connection with 
the corporation, the holding of the com- 
pany's bonds by the government might 
lead to adverse criticism. The sugges- 
tion that the government accept the 
bonds and then dispose of them Is con- 
•idered eqnnfly objectionable. 


England Swept by Storm

snowstorm caused the worst breakdown 
of the telegraph and telephone linos 
that has occurred in 20 years.

Senator Foraker maintained that re- 


visions of the new treaty meet every 
objection made to the original "lay- 
Pauncofote treaty ami cover every es- 
sential thing that was included in t!ie 
amendments made by the senate to that 
document. lie regarded it as of tfu> ut- 
most importance that '<he Clayton-Bul- 
wer treaty should be wiped out. This 
result was effected by the convention 
tinder consideration. He asserted that 
all rights t»r the T'uitert States were 
amply protected nuclei- this treaty ni d 


' that our absolute and complete con- 


trol of the canal could not be ques- 
tioned by Great Britain or any oth-w 
yower. 


Mr. Foraker's speech dealt largely 


With the legal construction and thep* n- 
eral effect of the treaty. He said that 
after a careful studr of its provisions, 
be was firmly convinced Ihat it could be 
honestly supported by every patriotic; 
evitizen. 


Senator Foraker was frequently In- 


terrupted by 'Senator Bacon. In the 
course of one of These interruptions, 7\Ir. 
Bacon asked if it was not true that 
under the terms of the treaty the con- 
struction of fortifications by the United 
States would be an net of war. 


Mr. Foraker replied in the negative, 


declaring that not only would such an 
act 
not be aoa 
ar-t 
of 
hostility, 


but 
that 
to. 
build 
fortifications 


in case of necessity 
was one of 


the Inherent rights of the^overnment. 


To this Mr. Bacon responded that he 


for one would never bring himself to 
Vote for the ratification of the treaty 
with the understanding that! his gov- 
ernment was to violate it. 


Mr. Foraker retorted sharply to the 


effect that his friend" from Georgia 
could be no more virtuous along the line 
of maintaining thf> country's honor iu 
the matter ot keeping iis agreements 
with other nations than were other sen- 
ators. 


Mr. Bacon replied that he had not 


meant to assume a virtue that he did 
not possess, nor to imply that others 
were not as jealous of the country's good 
name as he himself. 


Mr. Foraker then declared that he had 


•ot meant to charge Mr. Bacon with an 
(Unfair assumption, but simply to sf y 
'that, like all other senators support- 
ing the troaty, be felt he -was giving his 
name to a transaction which would be 
honlorably carried OUTJ as between na- 
tions. 


• Senator Spooner, who followed, also 
Svas frequently interrupted by senators 
oa the Democratic side. 


Questions were asked by Senators 


Tillm-o and Bailey concerning the right 
of the TJiHted. States to blockade the 
canal, aad in reply Senator Spooner in- 
sisted that the government of the United

Senator Nelson insisted that 
under existing law the United States 
would cafe * &&rzzui i.gut to give to the 
coastwise trad* of this country aay ben- 
efit it might ses proper in the use of tha 
canal. It was perfectly well under- 
stopd,, he said, that the ships of a for- 
eign nation could, not do a coastwise 
business, and Great Britain 1 ad made 
the treaty with the full knowledge of 
the fact 


Senator Perkins madg the assertion 


that by the acquisition or control of a 
strip of territory through which the 
canal would pass the United States 
•would acquire rights which would sub- 
ject that territory to our coastwise 
laws, and said foreign bottoms could 
not trade beteween ports of the United 
States and any portion of the territory 
through wnJcb the canal was built. This 
view was combatted to a .certain ex- 
tent by Senators Tillman and Bacon. 


Senator Spooner contended that the 


United States would have a right to 
control the canal after its owa manner 
during any war to which this country 
might be a party. 


Snator Mason interjected that treaty 


agreements never bind a nation to the 
extinction of its military rights and du- 
ties. 


Senator Speoner assented to this, and 


»aid that no matter what might be the 


• provisions of the treaty, the nation 
could riot be1 accused of dishonor or im- 
morality if its terms were broken in de- 
fense of its own existence.

THE COLOR LIKE COMES UP 


Resolution Compelling Local Unions 


Affiliated With Federation to Join 
Central Labor Bodies Is Defeated- 
Socialistic and Otber Matters 


Seranton, Pa., Dec. 13.—Much life 


was infused in yesterday's proceedings 
of the convention of the American. Fed- 
eration of Labor. Although much busi- 
ness was disposed of, there was con- 
siderable time consumed in speechmak- 


ing. 
The negro problem iu the south, 


as far as it relates to unionism, was un- 
expectedly injected into the proceedings, 
and the long standing conflict between 
the socialist and trade unionists prom- 
ised to monopolize the attention of the 
delegates had the socialists replied to 
the ti'ade unionists. The question of 
organizing common laborers into a na- 
tional union and that of throwing out 
of all organizations allied with the city, 
state and national or international 
unious if they refuse to affiliate with the 
American Federation of Labor were 
also vigorously debated. 


The socialist Incident came up du-ing 


the discussion of a committee report 
endorsing most of the recommendations 
contained in Mr. Gompers' annual re- 
port. 


D. H. Hayes of Philadelphia, na- 


tional president of the Glass Bottle 
blowers, and Max Hayes of the Cleve- 
land Central Labor onion, a socialist, 
made speeches strongly urging the en- 
forcement of laws prohibiting child 
labor. The latter, during his remarks, 
read a long list of decisions rendered by 
federal and state courts against or- 
ganized labor. A motion to have the 
list printed in the minutes brought 
forth a passionate speech from Presi- 
dent Gompers. He said it was unfair 
to incorporate the list' in the minutes 
in that way and suggested that a list of 
the trade union victories should be 
printed along with it. He concluded by 
denouncing the •'attempt to show that 
trade unionism is a failure," and char- 
acterized it as an outrage. 


A motion was defeated after W. B. 


Wilson of the MJners' union had spoken 
along the same lines as Mr. Gompers 
and the recommendations of the presi- 
dent were adopted, except the ona re- 
ferring to a general defense fund. The 
committee's suggestion that the fund 
be raised by national and labor unions 
instead of by the American Federation 
of Labor was adopted. 


The nagro question came up T*"»n tbe 


committee on law reported a resolu- 
tion compelling all local unions affili- 
ated with the federation to Join the cen- 
tral labor bodies in their respective lo- 
calities. William Clay, one of the two 
colored delegates from Virginia, made 
the point that the- federation, in decid- 
ing a contested seat where the color line 
was brought into question, hnd au- 
thorized the creation of a separate cen- 
tral union in Richmond for colored 
workmen. 


The resolution was debated for more 


than an 
hour by many delegates. 


Charles G. Heckard of Anniston, Ala., 
made the principal speech in opposi- 
tion. He said the proposition would 
compel white unions to take in the ue- 
groes, and, if adopted by the conven- 
tion, 90 percent of the unions south of 
Mason and DIxon's line would secede 
from the federation. He declared the 
people of the north did not understand 
the negro problem. The resolution, on 
recommendation of the committed on 
law, was defeated. 


Two resolutions were reported on 


the question of organizing the common 
laborers into large unions, and both 
were recommended to be sent to the 
executive council. 


The Pacific coast delegates fought 


among themselves the proposition to 
drop all unions from state, national or 
international unions unless they Join the 
American Federation of Labor. 
The 


measure was particularly aimed at tbe 
San Francisco building trades, which 
is at odds with the central labor union 
ot that city. The committee on law 
recommended that the matter 
be 


dropped on the ground that sucfi a step 
. would be unwise, and the convention 
adopted the resolution. 


T. H. Bowman of Chicago presented 


a resolution instructing the president of 
the federation to protest against the 
confirmation by the United States sen- 
ate of the appointment of Frank" E. 
Baker as United States circuit court 
Judge in Indiana. The reason for the 
protest is that Baker is a SOD of Judge 
John E. Baker of Indianapolis, who Las 
granted injunctions against some union 
workmen. 


Among the resolutions adopted were 


these: That legfolatures be petitioned 
to enact a law to compel the constructors 
of machinery to cover all dangerous 
parts in such a way as to protect em- 
ployes working around 
machinery. 


That no boycotts shall be declared un- 
til central labor unions have investi- 
gated the disputes and endeavored to 
effect an amicable settlement. 
That 


the* government officials enforce 
the 


eight-hour law on all government work 
in private shipyards. 


Shooting Was Unintentional 


Quincy, Mass., Pec. 13.—Perley G. 


Ashley, who was charged with assault 
with intent to murder Leroy Thorpe, 
was acquitted in the district court here 
yesterday. The two young men were 
on a hunting expedition. Ashley, in at- 
tempting to illustrate how Jesse James 
covered bis victims with a rifle, ac- 
cidentally shot his companion. Thorpe 
was struck in the face with the shot, 
and he suffered total blindness as a re- 
sult of the accident. 


A Biddoford Mystery 


Biddsford, Me., Dec. 13.—During the 


absence of the family of David L. Held 
Tuesday afternoon, a boy ' about 4 
years of age was left at the Reid house, 
and all efforts to learns the lad's name, 
where be came from, or who left him in 
the house, have proved * failure.

Has Strong Backing 


MODIFIED BILL BY LODGE 


Endorsed by Leading American Cham. 


bers of Commerce aud- Boards of 
Trade—Bureau to Keep Organiza- 
tion In Touca With Congress' Work 


Washington, Dec. 13.—The meeting 


of prominent business men from all over 
the United States to urge legislation for 
the reorganization of the consular ser- 
vice is a much more important move- 
ment that might be guessed from the 
small space granted it in the news- 
papers. The agitation) is not confined 
to the bodies immediately represented 
at this meeting, but extends through 
the entire commercial fabric in the 
country at large. 


Not only all the leading American 


chambers of commerce and boards of 
trade, but a large number of lesser de- 
gree, have publicly indorsed what is 
known as the "chambers of commerce 
bill" wfiich is tbe Lodge bill with a few 
modifications, but 12 of the most im- 
portant commercial bodies in 12 or the 
principal cities appointed delegates TO 
attend the present meeting and give the 
reform a start. 


Mr. Lodge will introduce the modified 


bill in the senate, and either Mr. Hill of 
Illinois' or Mr. Burton of Ohio will In- 
troduce it in the house. The chief fea- 
ture in which the modified bill differs 
from the current version is in the resto- 
ration of tbe civil commission to the 
place in the board of examiners which 
it held in the first Lodge bill, but from 
which it was stricken in committee dur- 
ing the last congress.

support of the new measure, with Gus- 
tave H. Schwab and John H. Ela of 


j Chicago as vice president s. 
Mr. Ela 


i will give way presently to a representa-

Hail For Three Boston Concerns 


Come Under Fraud Orders 


Boston, Dec. 13.—Acting Postmaster 


General Johnson has issued an order de- 
barring J, M. Fisher & Co., the Cobb- 
Everett Investment company and the 
Bankers' and Manufacturers' 
agency, 


all of Boston, from further use of Ins 
mails, "for operating through the maila 
schemes devised for obtaining morcsy 
under false or fraudulent pretences." 


"The scheme operated by these con- 


cerns," says the report of Assistant 
Attorney General Tyner, "was Re- 
vised for the purpose of securing re- 
mittances for tl-e nominal purpose of in- 
vesting the same in stocks. Large re- 
turns were promised, and when refer- 
ences as to the standing of one concern 
were requested, it would refer to one or 
both of the others. Evidence was pre- 
sented that no investment of the money 
was made, bnt that it was retained by 
the concern to whom it was sent, and a 
false report was returned to the in- 
vestor that his, money had been lost in 
speculation,"

the fraud order was issued. 


Two thousand letters for these three 


firms, many of them with money enclos- 
ures, have accumulated in the Boston 
postoffice since Oct. 28, when the tem- 
porary fraud order was issued pro- 
hibiting the delivery of mail until fur- 
ther action could be taken by the post- 
office department in Washington.

The comparatively frequent 
cases 


«f the desertion of families by hus- 
toands and fathers and of brutal treat 
nent by those who have not thus dis- 
appeared, have ted, to an interesting 
discussion of their treatment in the 
report of the city almoner, made pub- 
lic yesterday. That this is a growing 
problem tjie figures for this and other 
cities during recent months will show. 
During the past year there has been 
almost an 
epidemic 
of desertions 


through the cities of the state as re- 
ported in the papers, and in many 
cases the natural result has been the 
application for temporary aid from 
th=* cities by thii wivfts and families 
thus left helpless. The crime of bru- 
tality towards the family is ever 
present, and is of the same class with 
desertion in the suffering it involves. 


The report of the city aimoner ad- 


vocates the use of the whipping post 
for certain cases of this sort, a rather 
radical 
recommendation 
which 
is^ 


however, in line with the opinions ex- 
pressed by many writers at the pres- 
ent time. 
Its recommendation here 


will not be expected to have any effect 
on their local treatment except as it 
adds to the 
general expression of 


•entime'nt in favor of it. 


To turn to the whipping post for 


••ch crimes as those which are so 
Often reported is to yield to a natural 
impuitee which rfeeks the remedic^ 
which seem to offer promise of the 
quickest results. 
-To the ordinary 


mind, whipping a man in cases like 
these seems more certain to make an 
immediate impression on him than im- 
prisonment. Especially does it seem 
BO when many of thoso imprisoned 
find in the confinement more comfort 
than in working to support families. 


•But in spite of this natural ten- 


dei?py, U ia undoubtedly true that the 
suggestion of the revival of the whip- 
ping post which has interested the 
whole country during recent months, 
to due at nucb to the feeling that 


some bitter punishment should be ad- 
ministered to those who beat wives 
and abuse families, rather than to 
the belief that this form of punish- 
ment would in the end prove a good 
thing for society. 
It would relieve 


the feelings of a great many people 
to see men of this character soundly 
whipped, but whether it would prove 
beneficial in the real work of reform 
is a question that is open to serious 
debate. 


WISE AND UNWISE ENDORSEMENT 


Th* proposition that the Central ta- 


bor union endorse Candidate Mack for 
mayor has not been carried out, on 
acount of the rule of that organiza- 
tion that it shall not be used for po- 
litical purposes. 
The effort of Mr. 


Mack to secure the support of the 
union, however, has resulted in giv- 
ing him some support from that di- 
rection.

And it should be said emphatically 


that there is no good reason, why or- 
ganized labor should not make use o? 
the ballot to farther what it believesto 
be right, provided it works through 
reason ahd not authority. The pur- 
pose of the ballot is to place in the 
hands of .every man the power to ex- 
press his honest opinion on matters 
of the public interest, and it should 
be considered as proper for organized 
labor to use it for a common purpose 
as for any organization to do so. 


But while the local union has not 


chosen to give a formal endorsement, 
the tendency to accept a candidate for 
reasons and in spite of convictions 
that are shown in t|j present case 
might easily prove a very important 
thins for the interests of organized 
labor. 


Mention was made in this column 


Monday of the most important lesson 
to be drawn from the results in two 
Connecticut cities, Bridgeport and An.- 
sonia. While the new mayor of one 
is a union man, and the mayor of the 
other a man who does not believe in 
unions, both were elected for a sin- 
gle reason, because the workingmen 
of th*ir cities had 'confidence in them.

The passive acceptance of Mr Mack 


by the labor unions has been tn full 
recognition of the lack of sincerity 
shown in shifting 
attitudes. And 


herein the labor unions have struck a 
blow at their own best interests. For 
the welfare of, labor unionism, which 
is a part of the welfare of the com- 
munity, will never be advanced under 
the leadership of a candidate whose 
whole campaign has shown as its 
prime object the effort to face the 
sunny side of the street. The success 
of any issue demands leaders who will 
stand for principles, whether the sun- 
shine follows them or not. 


In contrast to such a candidate, the 


position of Mayor Wilkinson is one to 
command the respect that thorough 
confidence always inspires. From his 
first candidacy to the present day he 
has stood for a po'icy that had in 
view the best interests of North Ad- 
ams and all its people, and that alone.

He led me into a reception room which 
was sumptuously furnished.

have been tfce library ef a club. Theio 
were fine oil paintings on the walls, 
bronze and marble statuary, and the fur 
nlture was artistic and expensive. Upon 
the center table were several volumes of 
photographs, a city directory, a railway 
guide, the last report of the bank, two or 
three guidebooks and several morning pa- 
pers. Over in one of the corners was a 
handsomely carved writing desk furnish- 
ed with all sorts of stationery. 


While I was wondenng what I was 


there for, a gentleman of irreproachable 
attire and manners entered and asked 
how he could serve me. I explained that 
I would like £50 on my letter of credit 
and wondered how he knew I was an 
American, but he had doubtless learned 
from long experience to distinguish the 
different nationalities, and I soon discov- 
ered by the manner is which he received 
subsequent arrivals that he could speak 
German and French as fluently as Eng- 
lish.

DIAMOND DRUMMERS 


RARELY TRAVEL AT NIGHT AND DON'T 


TALK OF THEIR BUSINESS. 


They Je«m«7 Abawt Wlthtmt Traaku 


o* Satchel* Y«t tk« Stock Eaek 
Carrie* V«r B* Worth C» to Halt m 
Million Dollar*. 


No set of commercial travelers carry 


such a precious ttock as the diamond 
salesmen. There are about a hundred 
traveling salesmen in this country whose 
•lock consists of diamonds, and all but a 
very small percentage of them travel for 
firms in New York city, for New York 
has always been the diamond market of 
the country. Of course there are many 
jewelry salesmen who take along with 
their other stock a limited amount of 
precious stones, but they are not in the 
class with the kind mentioned, who carry 
no other goods and are not bothered with 
sample trunks or satchels. 


Few as is the number of traveling dia- 


mond salesmen, they probably carry a 
combined stock of a value equal to that 
carried by ten times their number in other 
branches of trade, or which, if converted 
into dollars, would probably be equal to 
the capital stock uf some of the largest 
concerns for which other salesmen travel. 
From the point of view of the light fin- 
gered gentry one of these salesmen would 
be worth for a "touch" 100 of his fellow 
travelers, and yet one rarely if ever hears 
of a diamond salesman coming to grief 
from contact with this class. Few as 
have been the instances of jewelry sales- 
men being robbed on the-road, the cases 
where diamond salesmen have suffered in 
this manner are evea fewer. If you. ask 
the travelers whose starting point is the 
Maiden lane district why this is, they will 
tell you that the diamond salesman is a 
peculiar kind of individual and that to 
catch him napping it would be necessary 
to sit up a good many nights. While on 
the road outwardly he appears as care- 
less and debonair as any other drummer 
•who lolls around the hotel or plays cards 
in the smoker, yet underneath, there is a 
caution in bis makeup which is required 
of the man who sells the most costly of 
the gifts of Mother Earth. 


When it is taken into consideration that 


a traveling salesman, for almost any of 
the diamond houses of John street and 
Maiden lane seldom starts out on a trip 
of any length with less than $100,000 
worth- of diamonds in his wallet, aud more 
often the stock is worth three times that 
sum, it would seem to the average man 
that he would hare to be possessed of 
the caution and nerve of ten other men, 
and that is just about what the diamond 
salesman has. Then, too, it would seem 
to be necessary that he possess the confi- 
dence of his house to an extraordinary de- 
gree unless the firm employing him cared 
to expend the amount of money necessary 
to have him followed by detectives every 
time he started out ou a trip. While this 
is true of some of the men who carry 
large Quantities of diamonds over the 
country, yet probably three-fourths of 
diamond salesmen on the road are mem- 
bers of the firm foe which they travel. If 
the business belongs to one person, gener- 
ally he himself takes goods on the road. 


There are cases, however, where the 


diamond salesman is only an employee, 
but in these cases most of the selling; is 
done ou commission, and there is a lot in 
it to the salesman whenever he makes a 
sale. Hence the risk to the house is 
pretty snail. One of the largest houses 
in the diamond district has a salesman 
out most of the year who is not a member 
of the firm. Yet he frequently starts with 
loose stones in his wallet aggregating in 
value $500,000. 
Implicit confidence is 


placed in him, and he has never violated 
it. Even if be were unscrupulous bis 
commission is so large that it would Jpay 
him more to keep the confidence of his 
employers in the long run than to disap- 
pear with his wallet with the certainty of 
being tracked by the special detectives to 
whom such matters are generally intrust- 
ed by the diamond dealers and jewelers 
of the United States. 


The diamond man carries Us goods in 


a wallet about ten inches long. This wal- 
let is invariably carried in a pocket on the 
inside of his vest. The diamond salesman 
rarely travels at night. One reason for 
this is that time is of no particular con- 
cern. Another is the greater risk in night 
traveling. When he does travel at night, 
he either keeps his vest on or else he 
wears a shirt inside of which la a pocket 
similar to that in the vest Of course the 
necessity often does arise of night travel- 
ing, and to be ready for it not a few dia- 
mond salesmen always have with them 
such a garment in order to be comfortable 
and not have to go to bed in the sleeper 
with the vest on. Diamond salesmen sel- 
dom talk of their business while traveling, 
because they don't exactly care to be 
known. 


Diamonds are always shqwn In papers. 


All of the salesmen carry a certain 
amount of what is called in trade par- 
lance "melet"—that is, diamonds below a 
carat in weight, generally of the size 
suitable for mounting in jewelry. 
Of 


course the diamond salesman tries espe- . 
daily to sell the largest stones, weighing 
from a carat up. These are what make 
their stock so valuable, and to sell only a 
small portion of them is worth a trip from 
one coast to the other. What astonishes 
those to whom care seems to be an essen- 
tial in selling valuable goods is the cus- 
tom pursued in the diamond business and, 
for that matter, the entire jewelry busi- 
ness, of leaving goods on what is called 
"memorandum." A diamond salesman, 
if a jeweler tells him he believes he can 
get a customer for some of bis stones, 
will leave a paper of diamonds with the 
jeweler without anything given as secur- 
ity, but with the understood right to get 
them back when be wants them. 


At the end of a week or two the dia- 


mond salesman will walk into the store 
where he left the stones, weigh them up 
with a littls pair of scales he carries in 
bis pocket, and for the difference in 
weight of the stones he left in the first 
place be will charge the jeweler. That is 
why the diamond salesman travels by 
easy stages, as often he has to wait in a 
place for two weeks to make a sale of this 
kind.—New York Sun. 


CHRISTMAS CANDIES.

disappointed, siaee yon can at a very 
Email expense supply the demand your- 
self and know that the candies are all 
pure and harmless so far as the health 
of the little ones and those of older 
growth, who will nibble a little, is con- 
cerned. 
Try some of the following 


recipes and be convinced. 
None are 


very expensive and none difficult to 
make. 


Butter scotch is an 
old-fashioned 


candy but it is liked by almost every- 
one and better than all that it is ad- 
mitted to be one &t the most harmless 
of concoctions. luto one cupful of 
water put two cupfuls of sugar, one 
rounded tablespoonfol of butter aad four 
tablesuoonfuls of vinegar. Boil all to- 
gether until it will harden in cold 
water. When hard and almost brittla 
It is boiled enough and may be poured 
into well buttered Bans. Then cut into 
squares and set away to cool. In this 
as in all candies us* only the best of 
sugar, butter and other material. 


Here is a good nnt candy that is as 


ea&ily made as mblasses candy and it ia 
a good one for old and young. Boil 
together one cupful each of molasses 
and sugar until the mixture is brittle 
when dropped into cold water, then 
stir ia one-half a pint of blanched 
peanuts before taking from the fire. 
Pour into buttered pans and mark off 
into squares or strips before it cools. 
Blanched peanuts, are those from, which 
the fine skin which covers the, nut has 
been removed. 
This skin comes 
off 


easily from peanuts when they are 
rubbed between the' hands. Other nuts 
may be used in making' this candy but 
they, many of them, require blanching 
in another way. Cover the nut meats 
with boiling water and let them stand 
until the dark skin will easily rub off. 
Then put into cold water, rub off the 
skins aad dry between towels. 
If 


large nut meats are used it is generally 
best to chop them. 


A wamut candy is made as follows: 


Place in a saucepan one pound or 
brown sugar with one gill of boiling 
water and b«il hard for twenty min- 
utes; add one-quarter of a pound of 
butter and boil five minutes longer; 
then add one-half a pint of English 
walnut or hickory nut kernals and stir 
them well in; when it boils up once 
more take from the fire and stir a min- 
ute longer and pour into buttered dishes. 
When this candy is cold it will be brit- 
tle and can be broken up into irregu- 
lar pieces. 


Another nut candy: 
Shell, blanch 


and chop one pound of English wal- 
nuts. Boll together one cupful of milt 
and three cnpfnls of light brown sugar 
until it will harden when dropped into 
water but will not be brittle; just be- 
fore taking up a&3 one founded table- 
spoonful of butter and one teaspoonful 
of vanilla and after waiting a moment 
to stir the ingredients together add the 
chopped nuts, and stir them in. 
Pour 


into buttered pans and then with a 
eharp knife mark into squares and set 
away to cool.' 


Old-fashioned peppermint drops are 


easily made by follow Lag the rule here 
given: ' To every 'Cupful of fine granu- 
lated sugar add "due-quarter of a cup- 
ful of hot water. Boil for five minutes, 
flavor to the taste with peppermint ex- 
tract, stir until thick, then drop on to 
a marble slab or on to paper and set 
away to cool. 
You may make the 


drops large or small to suit the fancy. 


Everton taffy is a candy easily made 


and very popular over across the water. 
To make it use two large cnpfuls of the 
best New Orleans molasses, three cup- 
fuls of the best light brown sugar, one 
cupful of butter and two teaspoon-fills 
of vanilla. Boil until the mixture will 1 
rope in water, then pour into well but- 
tered pans, and cut into squares. 


BPLIT PEA SOUP WITH MEAT. 
Pick over and wash one quart of split 


peas, put into a large bowl with several 
quarts of cold water aad let soak over 
night. Drain, add four quarts of fresh 
cold water, one-half of a pound of 
streaky bacon, from which the rind has, 
been remwred, two pounds of lean beef, 
(a boiling piece is snitable), two onion>- 
each stuck with two cloves, three sprig 
of parsley, two sprigs of thyme an • 
half of a bay leaf. Simmer gently, add- 
ing half of a cupful of cold water from 
time to time to. check the cooking, until 
the pens begin to disintegrate, then add 
one-half of a teaspoonful of sugar and 
salt and pepper to taste, and cook :in 
hour longer. Kemove the moat and ba- 
con^to a platter., press the iieas through 
a sieve, return to the fire and slightly 
thicken with one tablespoonful of flour 
rubbed to a thin paste in cold water. 
Simmer for ten minutes longer and the 
soup is ready to serve. 


SMALL WALNUT CAKES. 


Chop very fine sufficient nut meats to 


make one and one-half cupfuls when 
prepared. 
Separate 
the yolks aad 


whites of five eggs and beat the yolks 
with three-quarters of a cupful of pow- 
dered sugar. When very light, add four 
tablespooafuls of flour and the chopped 
walnuts, one teaspoonful of vanilla and 
the stiffly beaten whites of the eggs. 
Stir in oae-half of a teaspoonful of bak- 
ing _ powder and pour into a shallow 
baking pan, the batter not being more 
than one inch in depth. Bake in a mod- 
erate oven. When cold, cut into fancy 
shapes and dip into melted fondant 
•lightly flavored with vanilla. 
Before 


this sets, press in the centre of each 
cake an unbroken half of a walnut.

OYSTERS. 


Heat one cupful of cream in a sauce- 


pan with two tablespoonfuls of butter, 
several bits of thin lemon peel, one 
dessertspoonful of anchovy sauce, pep- 
per and salt. Put a layer of oysters in 
a small baking dish, sprinkle with soft 
bread crumbs and then with grated 
cheese. Pour over them half the cream 
mixture, add another layer of oysters, 
crumbs and cheese, pour on the rest of 
the cream and cover with crumbs well 
moistened in melted butter. Bake in a 
quick oven till blown, cover tightly, re- 
move for ten minutes to the warming 
oven and serve with crisp celery. 


BOILED KICK WITH YELLOW 


SAUCE. 
Pick over aad wash half a cupful of 


rice and pour over it cne pint of boiling 
water. Add half a teaspoonful of salt 
and let it boil vigorously uiitil the water 
is absorbed. Add a cupful of milk aud 
steam the mixture over hot water until 
the rice is tender, adding more liquid 
when necessary. 
For the sauce beat 


th,e yolk of an egg until light and the 
white to a froth 
Add half a. cupful of 


ingar to the. yolk and then fold ia the 
white witt half a teaspoonful of va- 
nilla extract aad one cupful of scalded 
milk. Mix thoroughly and serve. 


MOCK CRAB TOAST. 


This can be made easily in a chafing 


dish. 
Melt a tablespoonful of butter 


and put in half a pound of mild cheese, 
grated, and stir until it has melted. 
Then add the yolks of three eggs, beaten 
and diluted with a tablespoonful of an- 
chovy sauce, a teaspoonful of made 
mustard, two tablespoonfuls of lemon 
juice or vinegar and one-fourth tea- 
speonful of pepper. Stir until smooth, 
then serve on sippets of bread, toasted 
only upon one side. 


CHOCOLATE BLANC MANGE. 
Soak one-third of a cupful of Irish 


moss in cold water to cover, drain, pick 
over, and add one quart of milk. Cook 
in a double boiler about thirty minutes. 
Melt one and one-half squares of choc- 
olate, add one-quarter of a cupful of 
•ugar, a pinch of salt, and gradually 
one-third of a cupful of boiling water; 
stir until perfectly smooth. Add to the 
cooked mixture, strain, add one- and a 
half teaspoonfuls* of vanilla; 
strain 


again 
into 'small 
molds 
previously 


dipped in cold water. Serve with sugar 
and cream.

DEVILED OYSTERS. 


Clean, drain and chop slightly one 


pint of oysters. Melt two tablespoonfulg 
of butter, add the same amount of flour 
and pour on slowly two--thirds of a cup- 
ful of milk. 
Add one-half of a tea- 


spoonful of salt, one-quarter of a tea- 
spoon-ful of mustard, one teaspoonful of 
lemon juice, one-half of a teaspoonful of 
good table sauce and a few grains of 
cayenne. 
Half fill scallop shells with 


the mixture, cover with buttered crumbs 
and bake fifteen minutes in a hot oven. 


PEACH COTTAGE PUDDING. 


Cream one-fourth of a cupful of but- 


ter, add gradually one-half cupful of 
sugar, and one egg well beaten. 
Mix 


one and one-half cupfuls of flour with 
one aud one-half teaspoonfuls of bak- 
ing powder. 
Add to the first mixture 


alternately with one-half cupful of milk. 
Bake in a shallow pan thirty minutes. 
Remove from the oven, cut in squares, 
and serve with sliced peaches and 
whipped cream. 


SPLIT PEA SOUP. 


Soak one cup of split peas over night 


IB cold water to cover; dram and add 
two and one-half quarts of cold water, 
one-half a can of tomatoes, one-half of 
nn onion, one tablespoonful of sugar 
and one-quarter of a teaspbonful of 
soda. 
Simmer three hours and rub 


through. 
Melt two tablcspoonfnls of 


butter and stir in the same amount of 
flour and stir into the boiling soup. Sea- 
ion with salt and pcrp°i and serve. 


SQUASH ROLLS. 


Use a cupful of scalded milk, one 


tablespooifnl of butter, one or two tea- 
spoonfuls of sugar, one-half teaspoonful 
of salt, one cupful of sifted squash and 
one-half yeast cake. 
Mix this witb 


three to four cupfuls of flour or till 
stiff enough to knead, and when smooth, 
let it rise till it doubles in bulk, shape, 
let rise again and bake like ordinary 
rolls. 


LOAF CAKE. 


Cream one cupful of butter and grad- 


ually beat into it two cupfuls of sugar. 
Then add one and a half cnpfuls of 
raisins, Seeded and chopped, and the 
beaten yolks of four eggs. 
Sift to- 


gether three cupfuls of flour, two tea- 
spoonfuls of baking powder, a grated 
nutmeg and a teaspoonful and a half of 
cinnamon and add to the first mixture 
with one cupful of cold water. Beat the 
whites of the eggs till dry, add them 
aud bake in one or two loaves. 


APPLE SNOWBALLS. 
Pare half a dozen apples and cut them 


Into quarters, taking care to remove the 
whole of the cores. Fit these quarters 
together and fill the cavities with a 
slice of lemon peel and a clove. Tie 
each apple ia a small pudding cloth 
after it has been covered with rice, 
place in a larsje saucepan of scalding 
water and boil for one hour. Remove 
the cloth and grate over the fruit a 
little nutmeg. Butter and sugar may 
be added to taste before the cooking 
process. 


MUSHROOM OMELET 


Place a tablespoonful of butter in a 


saucepan, and when heated, add one- 
half pint of mushrooms, cut in halves, 
and cook for about ten minutes. Stir in 
two teaspoonfuls of flour, one-half cup- 
ful of milk, one teaspoonful of sugar, 
salt aad pepper to taste. Beat two eggs 
thoroughly and add oue cupful of milk, 
four teaspoonfuls of flour, one of sugar 
and salt, if needed, place this in a but- 
tered pan and bake one-half hour in a 
moderate oven. When done pour the 
mushrooms over it and serve immedi- 
ately. 


FRIED SARDINES. 


Open a bos of sardines and pour off 


the oil into a clean frying pan. Pnt it 
over the firo and let it remain until' the 
oil is quite hot, then lay in the sardines 
and fry them quickly till brown. Have 
ready narrow p'eces of buttered or dried 
toast, according to taste, lay one or more 
sardines on each, sprinkle with pepper 
and a little finely chopped parsley and 
serve very hot. If more oil is needed iu 
the frying process add plain olive oil.

Enforcement. Delegates Re* 


ceive Reports and Take 


No Action 


The Central Labor union at a meet, 


ing last night heard a report from the 
committee 
appointed 
to 
interview 


Mayor Wilkinson and John H. Mack 
the candidates for mayor, on the ques 
tion of enforcing: the eight»-hour law 
in connection with city contract work, 
and get the views of the candidates 
and the position each will take on the 
question in case of his election. 


Candidate Mack pledged himself to 


enforce the law, as he has done in bis 
public addresses since the opening of 
the 
cainpaig'n. 
Mayor 
Wilkinson 


talked the matter over with the com- 
mittee' when waited upon and pointed 
out the impossibility of enforcing the 
law in connection with contracts, as 
it appears to him. He told the com- 
mittee that eyen if a clause were in- 
serted in contracts stipulating that 
the men should work only eight hours 
a day, it would not be legally binding 
on contractors, who could do as they 
pleased in spite of the clause. 
An- 


other point at which the attempt to 
enforce the law would be liable to 
make trouble is the matters of street 
paving:. When this work is done the 
abutters pay half of the 
cost, 
and 


Mayor Wilkinson does not believe the 
city could compel them to accept eight 
hours as a day's work. He thought 
any attempt to do this would be liable 
to be followed by injunctions. 


The committee was assured by the 


mayor that he was in favor of enforc- 
ing all laws in the interest of labor 
so far as possible, and of doing as 
much of the city work as possible by 
the day, In which case the men em- 
ployed work only eight hours. All the 
sewer work done this year was done 
by the day for this reason, though 
some were in favor of having it done 
by contract. 


The report of the committee was ac- 


cepted and placed on file for future 
reference, but no formal action was 
taken, as th« Central Labor 
union 


takes no part in politics as an or. 
ganization. 
It is 
known, 
however, 


that the members strongly favor Mr. 
Mack's position on this question. 


THE ENDOWMENT RANK 


Of tht Pythian Ordar Explained by 


Gaorgt E. Wragg af Chelsea 


At a meeting of Olympian lodge, 


Knights of Pythias, last night George 
E. Wr&gg of Chelsea delivered an ad- 
dress on the endowment rank, show- 
ing clearly its present -xtuation.
